It Is not at all noccsssry to tongM S 
forcibly in order to produce a dear 
tone, and an cxacgernted accent to 
never -required. A note will bo far 
moro clear if it is milttly tended, 
providing the stroke is precise. Tho 
tongue must ho light at nil times, and 
particularly so for acmiiriag speed. 
It, is mifc to say that three-fourths of 
the cornctista aro given to absolute 
blunting. There i» absolutely no rea- 
son or excuse for playing forte con- 
tinually. It ifi effective nt tho proper 

Tho cornet can be used advantage- 
ously oven ns a parlnr instrument, bat 
It must bo studied seriously. If lbs 
student would be in less cf a harry to 
get to tho fancier nnd more elaborate 
forma of playing, and would spend 
more timo in the study of tono pro- 
duction, and simple tongucing, Riueb 
good would result 

In conclusion, let mo say that then

The nthnr cose is that of Dr. Inouc, 
head of the Mechanical Engineering 
Section or The Imperial University 
CO 1 1 red at Scadai, who. largely through 
the influence of Professor Snto. a mem- 
ber of the stuff and a soldier of Tha 
Tokyo Ccnlnd Curps. became a Chris- 
tian. All hia life he had been a moral 
man. nnd had smoked and drunk in 
moderation, these habits not at that 
time appearing to him to be sins. As his 
spiritual experience developed, however, 
he [palized the desirability ol being 
entirely clean, and a sirugelc went oil.

Oil from Tomato Seeds 

Scientists have found that tomato 
Beds can be made into excellent fixed 
oil sod press cake or meal. The first 
process is to separate the seed from 

- the wast*, the sotd Is then washed 
and dried, and is ready for tho oil- 
actnutiDg process. Two methods of 
oil extraction can be used— pressure 
giid mechanical presses, and com- 
mands a Blightly higher price In the 
market than tho oil which Is extract- 
ed by chemical solvent process.

One of the queerest industries In 
the world ia kauri-gum digging. Mor* 
than 52EC0.003 wvtth f f this ?^l ia 
exported annually from New>Zealand. 
to be used In the manufacture of oil 
varnish, and most of It comes to this 
country. The area, stretching from the 
south of Auckland City to tbe North 
Cape, was once covered with forests 
of the kauri, a bty tree with a pillared 
trunk and rounded bead. 

These forests have vanished, but they 
have left a legacy hi the shape of fossil 
resin cr solidAed turpentine, known 
to commerce as kauri gum. This gun is 
Bomedmca obtained by climbing Isolat- 
ed trees, but usually, It fe dug from 
roots of the old trees by ineo wearing 
high boots, and equipped with long steel 
probes, picks and shovels. In some 
swampy country deep drains are cut. 
tho richness of the return making. up 
for the arduous labor involved. 

There are large gumstorea in Auckland 
and in some of the townships in the north 
country where the gain la sorted and 
graded ready for shipment, the industry 
furnishing a livelihood to about tbree 
thousand persons. The stores of BOme 
large buyers in the north ore situated 
close to the field, and the entire work 
of sorting and grading is curried out 
here, the gum being shipped by coastal 
steamer to Auckland for trans-ship- 
ment.
